That the Mayburys were not Surry I feel quite certain for 

they have never been on any of the tithable lists I have found; 
Neither is the name Gilliam or Fox found. I have not examined 
the principle tithable lists for Viritibtéa for 1702, which have 
veen published. I take for granted you have however. 


The following item was found in the Surry Ordere which shows 
that the Mayburys or the County authorities of Princa George 
and Surry knew not in which county they really belonged. 


July 3, 1705. "rancia Maberry complaining to the Court that 
whereas the last year he entered himself and with others of 

his family in the liste of tithables of the said County, heroe 
of he is an inhabitant and accordingly payed his dues, not withe
